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The An{wer to the Eledtor of Bavaria’s Manifefto 


further continued. 

T HE Empire (fays the Manifefto,) which has al- 
ways been fo cautious in declaring War againjt 
Chriftian Princes, declar'd agamft the King of France. 
This Acknowledgment of the Moderation of the 
Empire, and the Caution it has always us'd when 
any Neceffity appear'd of undertaking a War, ought 
to make Men no lefs Cautious in pailing Judgment 
on. its Conduct ; and puts thofe that complain a- 
gaint it, uader a Neceffity of proving very clearly 
their Grounds of Complaint. That King, (we are 
told,) chat he might not difturb the Peace, did not op- 
fe the making of the Lines of Germerfheim. What 
«art had he to oppofe them? May not every 
State take all the Precautions, within their own Do- 


minions, that they judge neceflary for their Prefer- 


vation ? And was it an Infult made upon the French 
King, to fhut up a Paffage by which he might, have 
made an Invafion into the Empire ? The Reafonable- 


-nefs of that Complaint is as difficult to find out, as 


the Juftice of the Declaration of War which the 
moft Chriftian King made againft the Empire in 
the Year 1690, ‘ becaufe (forfooth) the Diet of 


- Ausbonrg agreed upon the Troops each Member 


* fhould furnifh, in Cafe the Empire fhould be ar- 
“tack’d ; the want of which Agreement had till then 
been the Caufe, that the Empire had never begun 
early enough to make a neceflary Defence. The 


Emperor had indeed juft reafon to complain, that 
after the Peace concluded at Ryswick, the moft 
‘Chriftian King did not only defer the Reftitution of 


Brifac 2 Years, but contrary to the exprefs Articles 
of the Peace of ;Munfter upon which that of Ryswick 
was founded, built a Fortrefs at the very Gates of 


‘Brifac, by that means to elude the Advantage which 


the Emperor might promife himfelf from the Refti- 
tution of that Place. He forbore (continues the Ma- 
nifefto,) to take thofe Meafures that were moft fuitable 
to bw Intereft, to avoid giving the leaft Umbrage to 
Germany. Indeed? He had feiz’d the Principality 


_ of Liege, and the Electorate of Cologne ; he had 


drawn off feveral Princes of the Empire from. the 
common Intereft ; he was upon the Frontiers with 
formidable Armies, which embolden’d thofe Princes 
to attempt to bully and compel the Circles to defert 
the general Caufe likewife : Was not all this fuffici- 
ent to give the leaft Umbrage to Germany ? Our 
Author takes the Empire to be very ftupid and in- 
fenfible, feeing he has the Confidence to tell them, 
thac when they had a Fire in their Bowels and on 
their Frontiers, they fhould not have ftirr'd, nor 
fhewn they perceiv’d what Danger they were in. 
All this, he fays, were Caufes fo light, that the Em- 
pire did not vouchfafe to ask Satisfattion for them. 
Ha !| to what purpofe is it to ask Satisfaction at Ver- 
failles? How many Inftances were. made for the 
Reftitution of Lorrain, for the Liberty of Stras- 
bourg, and on a: Thoufand other Occafions; and 
what was obtain'd by thofe Inftances, except the 
Vexation to fee wretched Evafions offer’d for folid 
Reafons, and that infolent Court even laugh at all 
Complaints > But the Empire (continues the Mani- 
fefto) laying noClaim to the Succeffion of Spain, has 
no Right to attack thofe who are -poffe/sd of it, as if 
its Patrimony were detain’d by them. A Staee may 
have no Pretentions to an Inheritance, nor have loft 
any part of its Patrimony, and yer have Right to 


attack another for very juft Realons. Neither s the 
Empire a Fudge (fays the bdanifetto agen,) berween 
the Parties claiming that Succejjion: But betides the 
Qualification of a Pretendtr to a Succeffion? or of 
a Judge of it, there arc other things that give a 
Right to arm ; for Example, what our Author bim- 
felf acknowledges a Line lower, viz. an <Alliance 
which ina juft Caufe will ever be a j1/? Motive for 
taking up Arms. | : 

The Manifefto tells us, the other Motives enumera- 
ted in the Refolution of the three Colleges, as juft Caufes 
for making War againjt France, are not more equita- 
ble, This is eafily faid, but will not fo eafily be 
{wallow’d. The Violences done to the Elettor Palatine, 
and to the Prince of Montbeliard, ave Violences purely 
imaginary, fays our Author. It were to be with’d 
the unheard of Cruelties exercis'd by the French 
Troops in the Palatinate were only imaginary ; fo 
many fine Towns deftroy’d, and fo great an Extent 
of Country laid wafte, would fill really fubfift in 
their former flourifhing Condition ; but alas an Age 
is too little Time to repair thofe Ruines. This was 
done, fome will fay, before the Peace of Ry{wick ; 
but that abolifh’d all Refentments. "Tis true ; but 
whatever State has once been treated by another, fo 
inhumanly as that Country was by France, the leat 
Evil it feels afterwards renews the Remembrance of 
former Woes. The Summs our Author Talks of to 


be due from the Eleétor Palatine to the Dutchef-Dowa-. 


ger of Orleans, were fo exorbitant, that they could 
not be fully fettled at the Peace of Ry{wick ; nor 
that they could not be ftated with intice Regard to 
the Juftice of the Demands, but France left that 
Door open, purpofely to have a Pretext to imbroil 


‘things and renew the War at a convenient Seafon. 


Ic was however agreed at the Peace of Ry{wick, to 
refer the Matter to the Pope’s Arbitration ; and thar 
for the Intereft of thofe exorbitant Demands, the E- 
lector Palatine fhould pay a certain Sum agreed on, 
till che Pope fhould give Judgment. France was o- 
blig’d, in fair dealing, to have remitted to Rome 
the Reafons on which thofe Demands were founded, 
that they might have been examin'd in order toa 
Decifion ; but above aYear elaps’d, during which the 
EleGor Palatine’s Envoy waited to no purpofe for the 
Dutchefs Dowager’s Commiffioners; and in the 
‘mean Time, as if the Elector had been in Fault, the 
French King put his Country under Contribution, 
and the Manifefto is pleas’d to call this a con/training 
by Military Executions a refraGory Prince to make 
good his Agreement. The French King knew better 
than any other what Sentence was to be expected, 
and therefore made no Hafte to demand ir, chat he 
might not deprive himfelf of the Sums he had re- 
folv’d ro extort: And at laft, when che Court of 
Rome, as much Frenchified as it is bur too well 
known to be, gave its Award, ic reduc’d all the 
Dutchefs’s Pretentions to 300000 Crowns : Ler the 
French King, as harden’d as he is, reflect without 
Horrour if he can, for how inconfiderable a Matter 
he made a poor Province {ufler Millions of Damage. 

Our Author tells us, the IVth Article of the Peace 
of Ryfwick, oblig’d the Prince of Montbeliard to let the 
Catholick Religion continue in his Country in the fame 
Condition it was in when that Peace was concluded. 
This Care of the Catholick Religion is highly be- 
coming a moft Chriftian King: But is there not 
both too much Bitrernefs and too much Self-Defign 
in this Zeal? The former Part of this 4th Article 
runs 
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~ ans thus; shings (hall ve put into the Condition 

“they were in, before the Seizure of the Places of the faid 
Principality, the Unions, and Reunions of the Cham- 
bers of Metz and Befanzon ; nor {hall the Inhabitants 
of the faid Places be molefted or difturl'd, the Roman 
Catholick Religion remaining in the {aid reftor'd Places, 
in the fame Condition it is in at prefent. Now before. 
France fiez’d upon the Town and Principality of 
Montbeliard, there was no Exercife of the Catholick 
Religion in them ; that Principality having renounc'd 
that Religion above an Age ago, and coniequently if 
things foould be reftor'd to the fame Condition they were 
in betore the Expulfion of that Prince, the Catholicks 
could not claim any Exercife of their Religion. Bur, 
I fall be told, shings were to continue in the Condits- 
on they were in when the Peace of R yfwich was conclud- 
ed. Granred ; but then fay I, feeing there were no 
other Catholicks than the French Garrifon, and fome 
Sutlers that always follow the Troops, when that 
Garrifon and thofe Surlers were gone, things return’d 
to jhe fame Condition they were in before the 
Seizure. "Tis urg'd, that the Kicg had nominated 
Curates, and had a‘fign’d them Revenues for their 
Maintenance, and thar they ought to continue in 
Poffeffion of them: But pray what could thole 
Curates have to do, where there were no Catholicks ; 
and if the Prince by a Power or Right infeparable 
from Soveraignty might hinder the coming in of any ? 
The French King would make a great Merit of his 
Zeal for the Catholick Faith, but in this [nftance 
that Merit is founded upon ameer Chicane: And as 
for that Zeal it felf, he has not always been fo very 
full of it ; for when the Bithop of Bafil had planted 
a Catholick Church in a Village where he thought 
he had a Right to do it, and the Pope, the Em- 
peror, and the Kirg of Spain had promis’d ro fup- 
port Kim in his Precentions, the moft Chriftian King 
fingly fent him Word to defift, threatening otherwife 
to joyn bis Arms with the Swifs who diiputed that 
Righc with the Bifhop, againft any Potentate what- 
foever.: 

But is there no worldly Covetousnefs lurking un- 
der this ieligious Outfide ? The Principality of 
Monibeliard borders on the Franche-Comre, a 
Country which rhe French King conquer’d about 
the Year 1674, for the all-fufficient Reafon that it 
lay commodioufly to be annex'd to his Dominivns. 
‘A Heroe of his Stamp looks with an evil Eye, upon 
a little Prince of an Intereft and Freligion differenr 
from his, fo rear him: What great Crime would it 
be to difpoffefs him, for fo meritn:ious an End as re- 
eftablithing the Catholick Faith, and enlarging the 
Kitigdom of Chrift? An Outcry would be made 
*tis true, fome Complaint there would be for a 
Time ; but the Deed once done and ftiffly maintain’d, 
the Difficulty of procuring Redrefs would at length 
make all Clamour ceafe. Iwill allow the Author 
of the Manifefto to be in the Right, when he fays, 
that neither the Elector Palatine nor the Prince of 
Montbeliard implor’d the Protettion of the Empire a- 
gainft the Violences of the King of France ; but don’t 
he know that a good Action, fuch as doing Juftice, 
or caufing it to be done, is always good, and the 
better for being voluntary ? As the Parts of the 
buman Body that do the Work of Digeftion and
